—Americans in South Viet Nam 
are learning some lessons their 
forefathers knew by heart when 
the Indian and while man clashed 
for control of the North American 
continent. 


Doting the remote, jungle-cov-

highlands of central Viet 


Nam arc hundreds of small forts 
and outposts, where Vietnamese 
troops and their American advis- 
ors base operations. 


These operalions are not intend- 


ed to kill. They are to mako 
friends and influence people. 


Outside the posts 
are 
dark' 


skinned tribesmen, who dress in 
brilliant, hand-woven fabrics or 
loin clothes. They are silent, sirri 
pie people, who hunl wilh spears 
and cross bows. Their 
arrows 


sometimes are lipped wilh deadly 
strychnine-based poisons extract- 
ed from native plants. 


Some are fighting on the side 


of the Saigon forces. Some are 
fighting for the Vietnamese Com- 
munist rebels. Most arc content 
to be left alone by all outsiders. 


There are 700,000 of these high- 


lan'd mountaineers,, dividend' inlo 
about 34 main tribal groups and 
dozens of sub-g'roiips Few of (He) 
tribes speak common languages. 
Only a minority speaks Vietna- 
mese, the national language. 


Yet they are the d'ominant in- 


habitants of a sparsely populated 
area making up about two-thirds 
of South Viet Nam's land area. 


As such, they are key elements 


in the deadly war between Ihe 
Viet Cong and1 the government, 
whether they like it or not. 


The problem for the government 


is lo win: their allegiance and per- 
suade Ihem to help strangle the 
Communist 
enemy 
working 


among them. 


For many years, outsiders—In- 


cluding Ihe Vietnamese—have had 
litlle contacl wilh the Montag- 
nards, as they are called. Any 
contact was rarely cordial. Mer- 
chants from the lowlands selling 
the Montagnards cheap trinkets 
and beads often left cheated! and 
•mbittc'rcd t'ribes'meh behind. 


Saigon forces and! U.S. advisors 


wilh them are culling into Viet 
Cong influence, but the work goes 
slowly. 


The Viet Cong, realizing years 


ago the importance of Montag- 
nard support in .their highland 
campaign, has been working hard 
among Ihe tribes, sometimes mar- 
rying into them to strengthen ties. 
'Americans and Vietnamese are 
learning side by side how to avoid 
violating important taboos. One 
d'oes not enter certain parts of 
houses, and one does not cut wood 
in certain places. The spirits in- 
habiting certain streams must not 
be offended by dumping refuse 
into the water. 


The bitter memories of the In- 


dochina war still are reminders 
that the Montagnard! can be a 
deadly enemy if he is not on your 
side. 


The soft-spoken hunters played 


an important role supporting Viet 
Minn forces in North Viet Nam, 
specially in the closing months 
f the war at the battle of Dien 
tien Phu. 
Now the West is trying to avoid 


nnking the same mistake a sec- 
nd time.

was included in a draft thesis on - 
"Social Means of Communication" 
submitted today to the 2,200 coun- 
cil fathers in St. Peter's. The doc- 
ument covers the press, radio, tel- 
evision, cinema 
and 
entertain- 


ment. 


The spokesman said a number 


of speakers in today's closed ses- 
sion suggested an international 
Catholic news agency be estab- 
lished. T,his , suggestion was ex- 
pected1 to be considered as 
an 


amendment to the draft thesis. 


A preparatory secretariat head- 


ed' by Archbishop Martin J. O'Con- 
nor, formerly of Scranton, Pa., 
drafted the Ihesis. Archbishop O'- 
Connor,, rector of the Pontifical 
North American College in Rome, 
is president of the Commission on 
Cinema, Radio and Television.
